AT THAT TIME THE AIRPORT BOASTED A 
SINGLE, 2,400—FOOT—LONG RUNWAY, A SMALL 
ADMINISTRATION BUILDING, TWO HANGARS AND 
A TOTAL LAND AREA OF 475 ACRES. AMPLE FOR 
THE TRAFFIC OF THE DAY 


MORE THAN 3,000 ACRES ARE NOW INVOLVED 
IN THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORT BASE. THE 
MAIN EAST-WEST RUNWAY IS 11,000 FEET LONG, 
ADEQUATE FOR THE BIGGEST AND FASTEST 
PLANES IN TODAY'S AND TOMORROW'S SKIES.
